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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
MARCH,  2003 

Our  town  has  faced  major  challenges  in  the  past  year,  and  now  it  seems  that 
things  may  at  last  be  starting  to  get  better  for  us.  There  have  been  some 
encouraging  developments  recently,  although  many  difficult  issues  still 
remain  to  be  confronted  and  resolved.  Certainly  some  problems,  such  as 
school  funding,  are  outside  our  control  and  unlikely  to  improve  any  time 
soon,  but  we  must  do  the  best  we  can  with  what  we  can  control  and  hope 
for  the  best  on  the  rest. 

The  biggest  challenges  over  the  past  year  have  stemmed  from  the  Troy 
Mills  bankruptcy.  There  were  two  big  problems  caused  by  the  bankruptcy: 
financial  impacts  on  the  town,  and  the  uncertain  fate  of  the  Rockwood 
Brook  hazardous  waste  site.  Recent  developments  in  both  areas  have  been 
positive,  because  our  community  has  pulled  together  on  these  critical 
problems. 

The  financial  impacts  from  the  Troy  Mills  bankruptcy  have  been  serious  in 
several  areas:  unpaid  taxes  and  debts  to  the  town;  expensive  legal 
representation;  erosion  of  the  tax  base;  and  the  ripple  effect  on  the  entire 
town  economy.  Troy  Mills  owed  our  town  almost  a  million  dollars  when 
they  filed  for  bankruptcy.  That  amount  consisted  of  back  taxes,  unpaid 
water  bills,  payments  due  for  town  landfill  closure  costs,  and  interest  on 
those  debts.  The  effect  was  to  create  a  deficit  through  a  stroke  of  the 
auditor's  pen,  because  the  taxes  that  had  been  accounted  for  as  due  and 
collectable  could  no  longer  be  counted  as  part  of  the  general  fund.  As  a 
result,  borrowing  for  the  town  tax  anticipation  note  was  more  difficult,  and 
town  finances  were  scrutinized  more  carefully.  Under  these  difficult 
conditions  our  town  employees  worked  together  and  kept  expenditures 
under  control,  so  that  the  deficit  would  have  been  eliminated  if  the  auditors 
didn't  write  off  the  current  taxes  on  Troy  Mills  property.  We  believe  that 
the  resulting  picture  of  town  finances  is  misleading  and  unduly  pessimistic. 

Most  of  the  Troy  Mills  property  has  been  sold,  at  a  bankruptcy  auction  in 
late  January,  and  the  results  of  those  sales  are  awaiting  bankruptcy  court 
approval  for  final  disposition.  Other  money  in  the  bankruptcy  estate  will 
also  be  delivered  to  the  town  as  soon  as  the  court  approves.  We  can  expect 
that  the  taxes  on  property  conveyed  to  new  owners  will  be  paid  on  time. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

None  of  these  factors  is  reflected  in  the  auditor's  treatment  of  town 
finances. 

The  Monadnock  Economic  Development  Corporation  is  purchasing  the 
Troy  Mills  complex,  and  MEDC  is  a  local  owner  with  a  good  track  record. 
MEDC  has  plans  to  retain  existing  tenants  and  to  develop  expanded  uses  in 
the  future,  with  participation  by  the  Troy  Industrial  Development  Authority. 
This  should  lead  to  more  local  involvement  in  planning  and  management  of 
the  complex,  and  to  shared  success  for  the  industrial  complex  and  the  town. 

The  final  resolution  of  the  hazardous  waste  site  on  Rockwood  Brook 
remains  uncertain,  but  a  process  that  will  allow  local  commumty 
involvement  is  developing.  The  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services 
and  the  US  Environmental  Protection  Agency  have  begun  activities  to 
contain  the  toxic  materials  and  planning  for  their  removal. 

The  Selectmen  have  appointed  a  community  advisory  committee  of  local 
leaders  to  be  the  point  of  contact  for  the  DES  and  EPA  efforts,  along  with 
the  forum  for  redevelopment  planning  for  the  Mill  complex  and  community 
redevelopment  in  general.  This  group  has  developed  from  the  citizen's 
meetings  organized  last  summer  by  Don  Upton,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
wish  to  thank  and  compliment  everyone  involved  in  those  initiatives. 

Looking  to  the  future,  there  are  several  initiatives  that  will  depend  on  your 
support  for  success.  We  have  agreed  to  undertake  a  project  to  develop  a 
community  profile  and  vision  for  the  future,  with  the  help  of  the  UNH 
Cooperative  Extension  Service,  and  we  have  also  applied  for  a  grant  under 
the  PlanNH  program  to  support  redevelopment  planning  for  the  mill 
complex.  These  projects  will  need  volunteers  to  help  develop  our 
community's  future  -  please  do  your  part!

This  will  be  a  non-lapsing  appropriation  per  RSA  32:7, 
VI  and  will  not  lapse  until  completion  or  by  December  31,  2005,  whichever 
is  sooner.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  for  sand  sealing  new  pavement 
on  town  roads.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  forty-three  thousand  nine  hundred  thirty  dollars  ($43,930)  which 
will  be  received  from  the  Highway  Block  Grant  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  during  2003  for  the  maintenance,  construction,  and 
reconstruction  of  Class  IV  and  V  highways.

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  up  to 
the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  to  construct  a  building  for  the 
exchange  table,  interior  renovations  in  the  recycling  center,  a  roof  over  the 
dock,  and  overhangs  for  the  recycling  windows  and  overhead  doors  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  that  amount  from  the  Transfer 
Station/Recycling  Center  Expendable  Trust.  No  amount  to  be  raised  by 
taxation.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  thirty-seven  thousand  thirty-nine  dollars  ($337,039) 
for  the  Water/Sewer  Department  operations.  Income  comes  from  collections 
of  water  and  sewer  rents.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($38,000)  for  meter  replacement  and 
parts  necessary  to  install  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the  Sewer 
Department  Expendable  Trust  Fund  established  under  Article  27  of  the 
March  2001  Town  Warrant.  No  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 
Recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  for  a  new  sampler  and  chemical  feed 
pump  for  the  Sewer  Department  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the 
Sewer  Department  Expendable  Trust  Fund  established  under  Article  27  of 
the  March  2001  Town  Warrant.  No  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation.

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ANIMAL  CONTROL 

FY  2002  we  hired  a  new  Animal  Control  Officer,  but  there  were  some 
problems  and  she  resigned.  Due  to  the  Town  having  financial  problems,  As 
well  as  not  being  able  to  find  a  replacement.  The  Police  Department  has 
tried  to  handle  most  of  the  animal  complaints.  This  is  not  our  normal  duties 
and  we  have  had  no  training  in  handling  animals.  This  job  needs  to  be 
handled  by  a  person  with  some  experience  and  training  in  how  to  deal  with 
animals.  The  Officer's  do  the  best  we  can  with  what  we've  had.  We  had  a 
few  upset  town  residents  because  we  have  not  had  an  animal  control 
Officer.  Now  that  the  Town  is  doing  better  and  due  to  the  Police 
Department  being  short  handed,  I  will  be  advertising  for  some  one  to  fill  the 
position  of  Animal  Control  Officer  ASAP. 

The  Budget  for  FY  2003  will  be  increased  $18  for  Social  Security.  There 
will  be  no  other  increases  to  the  Animal  Control  Budget.

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Troy,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2002,  and 
have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  January  30,  2003. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally 
accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Those  standards  require  that  we 
plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Troy,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this 
responsibility7,  estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to 
assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control  structure 
policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  structure  are 
to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that 
assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition, 
and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's 
authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  general 
purpose  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  accounting  principles 
generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Because  of  inherent 
limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may 
nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of 
the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may 
become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the 
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effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and  procedures  may 
deteriorate. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Troy,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  2002,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the  internal  control 
structure.  With  respect  to  the  internal  control  structure,  we  obtained  an 
understanding  of  the  design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether 
they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and  we  assessed  control  risk  in  order  to 
determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion 
on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  an  opinion  on 
the  internal  control  structure.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  such  an 
opinion. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material 
weaknesses  under  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of 
Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which 
the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure 
elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  and 
irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  (lie  general 
purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected 
within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing 
their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no  matters  involving  the  internal  control 
structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above. 

However,  we  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure 
and  its  operation  that  we  have  reported  to  the  management  of  the  Town  of 
Troy,  New  Hampshire  in  a  separate  letter  dated  January  30,  2003. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  management  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  However,  this  report  is  a  matter  of  public  record,  and  its 
distribution  is  not  limited.

TROY  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  and  active  year  for  the  Troy 
Conservation  Commission.  It  is  our  sincere  desire  to  continue  to  expand 
our  work  in  this  coming  year  for  the  residents  of  Troy. 

During  the  year  2002,  the  Troy  Conservation  Commission  sponsored  a 
town  cleanup.  Our  date  in  May  was  rescheduled  due  to  a  late  spring  snow 
to  this  past  October.  The  day  was  most  successful  and  we  would  like  to 
thank  all  of  the  volunteers  and  local  businesses  that  contributed  to  the 
effort.  Additionally,  last  April  the  Troy  Conservation  Commission 
sponsored  a  "Troy  Fishing  Derby"  for  children.  Over  70  children 
participated  and  prizes  were  awarded  to  all  participants.  We  plan  on 
continuing  this  event  with  a  third  annual  Fishing  Derby  next  April. 

The  Conservation  Commission  also  sponsored  an  "Owl  Program" 
(including  live  owls)  for  the  Troy  Elementary  School,  which  was  a 
wonderful  success.  We  are  hoping  to  sponsor  several  programs  for  our 
Troy  children  this  year. 

New  programs  sponsored  by  our  commission  this  year  include:  conducting 
a  biodiversity  inventory  of  our  conservation  lands  (This  project  will  include 
area  students.  Students  will  learn  methods  and  protocols  for  conducting 
biodiversity  research  while  providing  Troy  with  an  inventory  of  species  and 
habitat),  and  hosting  a  natural  and  cultural  history  hike  for  families  up  Gap 
Mountain. 

Finally,  we  have  been  keeping  current  with  town  issues  regarding  growth 
and  development.  Members  of  our  commission  have  assisted  with  wetland 
analysis  requests  and  reviewing  site  plans  for  possible  development. 

This  coming  year  we  hope  to  increase  our  support  to  the  various  Troy 
Town  Committees  and  Troy  Elementary  School  conservation  projects.  As 
always,  you  are  most  welcome  to  attend  our  monthly  meetings  (usually  held 
the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  4:30  in  the  Town  Library  -  check  the 
Troy  Town  News'  calendar).

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coordinate  to 
reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you, 
contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a 
permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are 
mandatory  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is  to 
be  done  (and  surrounding  areas)  is  completely  covered  with  snow. 
Violations  of  RSA  227-L:  17,  the  fire  permit  law,  and  other  burning  laws  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up  to 
$2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail,  plus  suppression  cost. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning

The  listing  of 
businesses  in  Troy  continues  to  lead  the  list  in  interest,  but  tourist 
information  and  local  history  are  not  far  behind. 

The  IDA  has  promoted  the  idea  that  useful  and  welcome  improvement  in 
business  in  Troy  may  be  developed  through  promotion  of  tourism  in  the 
village.  A  Town  approved  creation  of  a  brochure  giving  direction  to 
attractions  and  services  in  Troy  has  been  in  planning  for  some  time. 
Through  the  management  and  artistic  talent  of  Marcia  Press  this  project  has 
been  brought  to  completion.  The  map  and  background  information  in  this 
circular  will  direct  visitors  to  the  attractions  and  services  in  Troy. 

Bringing  the  Cheshire  Railroad  Depot  into  restoration  has  long  been  a 
central  objective  in  the  reach  by  the  IDA  for  an  improved  tourist  attraction. 
This  project  now  will  get  under  way  in  2003,  funded  by  a  grant  supported 
by  the  Transportation  Enhancement  program  of  the  NH  Department  of 
Transportation.  The  goal  is  to  restore  the  Depot  to  the  state  shown  in 
surviving  early  20th  century  archival  records.  Late  2003  should  find  the 
Depot  serving  as  a  tourist  information  center  for  those  attracted  by  Troy, 
the  old  rail  trail  and  the  climbs  of  Gap  Mountain  and  Mt.  Monadnock.  Use 
as  a  museum  and  community  service  center  also  will  be  welcome.

The  Monadnock  Advisory  Commission  is  charged  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  under  R.S.A.258: 1  to  advise  and  guide  the  Department  of 
Resources  and  Economic  Development  (DRED)  on  the  management  of  their 
lands  and  leased  lands  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire 
Forests  (SPNHF)  and  the  Town  of  Jaffrey.  The  lands  are  located  on  Mt. 
Monadnock,  Gap  Mountain,  and  Little  Monadnock  Mountain. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  Monadnock  Plan  Steering  Committee,  appointed 
by  the  Division  of  Parks,  has  met  on  a  monthly  basis  to  develop  a  Master 
Plan  for  Monadnock  State  Park  and  environs  which  would  "balance  the 
needs  for  recreation,  conservation,  education,  and  financial  stability." 

At  a  November  20,  2002  meeting  at  the  Jaffrey  Civic  Center,  this  Steering 
Committee  passed  its  plan  on  to  the  Advisory  Commission  for  conclusion 
and  implementation.  In  the  early  months  of  2003  the  Monadnock  Master 
Plan  (draft)  will  be  made  available  for  public  comment  on  the  WEB: 
www.nhparks.state.nh.us,  in  local  newspapers,  at  MAC  Town  Offices  and 
libraries,  and  at  public  information  sessions.  The  final  plan  is  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  June,  2003.

As  you  know,  Monadnock  Family  Services  (MFS)  is  active  in  your 
community,  providing  quality  mental  health  services  to  anyone  who  needs 
them  regardless  of  their  ability  to  pay.  As  part  of  this  mission,  we  feel  it  is 
important  to  let  you  know  the  extent  of  our  work,  and  are  pleased  to  give 
you  the  enclosed  census  report  which  outlines  services  provided  to  residents 
in  your  town  during  2001-2002.  Over  the  past  year,  MFS  provided 
services  to  over  6,500  adults,  children  and  older  adults,  of  which  125  were 
residents  of  Troy. 

Once  again,  MFS  is  asking  for  your  financial  support  to  help  underwrite  the 
cost  of  services  we  provide  to  the  uninsured  and  underinsured  individuals  in 
your  town.  Based  on  figures  from  the  2001  population  estimates  from  the 
NH  Office  of  State  Planning,  we  are  asking  for  the  equivalent  of  $1 .25  per 
capita,  which  for  the  town  of  Troy,  amounts  to  $2,478.75. 

We  ask  for  your  continued  consideration  and  support  of  our  request.  The 
cost  to  MFS  to  serve  the  uninsured  has  increased  steadily  with  rising 
treatment  costs  and  more  people  seeking  subsidized  services.  The  cost  of 
serving  the  uninsured  and  underinsured  residents  of  the  Monadnock  Region 
has  averaged  a  half  a  million  dollars  annually  for  the  past  four  years. 
United  Way  funds  and  town  subsidies  cover  about  a  third  of  this  significant 
expense.  Our  services  to  uninsured  adults  are  further  jeopardized  as  state 
regulations  prohibit  us  from  supplementing  non-funded  or  under-funded 
services  with  state  funds. 

Your  ongoing  support  of  our  work  is  deeply  appreciated,  and  we  hope  that 
our  partnership  in  caring  for  residents  of  Troy  will  continue.  WE  work 
very  hard  to  keep  our  costs  down,  and  to  identify,  whenever  possible, 
alternate  sources  of  funding  for  this  population. 

In  addition  to  the  census  report,  materials  are  on  file  in  the  Selectmen's 
Office  describing  the  services  we  provide.  If  you  have  questions,  or  require 
more  information,  we  will  be  happy  to  respond  to  you. 

Again,  your  support  is  very  important  to  us.  By  working  together,  we  help 
ensure  our  communities  are  healthy  and  vital  places  to  live,  work  and  grow.

Hello, 

My  name  is  William  H,  Farnum  Jr.  the  Interim  Police  Chief  for  the  Town 
of  Troy.  I've  been  a  Police  Officer  in  Troy  for  12  years.  I've  seen  the  police 
department  budget  increase  over  the  past  12  years  as  you  have.  It's  my  job 
to  prepare  a  budget  for  the  FY  2003  for  the  Troy  Police  Department.  This 
is  not  an  easy  task,  due  to  the  financial  problems  that  we've  had  over  the 
past  couple  years.  Being  in  Troy  for  as  long  as  I  have,  I've  seen  what  is 
needed  and  what  is  not.  Every  thing  asked  for  in  the  past  has  been  needed  to 
run  the  Police  Department,  this  year  will  be  no  different. 

In  preparing  the  budget  for  this  up  coming  year,  I  sat  down  and  looked  at 
each  and  every  line  item  to  see  what  will  be  needed  for  the  FY  2003. 1  have 
seen  the  past  couple  years  budgets  that  we're  presented  by  Chief  Busick. 
We  have  a  very  Professional  Police  Department  and  a  good  group  of 
employees.  They  take  their  jobs  very  seriously  and  do  it  with  pride.  In  doing 
the  budget  for  this  FY  2003, 1  will  be  trying  prepare  a  budget  that  will 
minimize  the  financial  impact  on  the  town  but  still  allow  the  Police 
Department  to  provide  the  services  and  programs  our  Town's  people  have 
come  to  expect.  We  all  know  that  every  thing  is  going  up  in  price,  and  there 
is  very  little  that  we  can  do  about  it.  This  year  has  been  no  different. 

There  are  some  things  that  I  have  no  control  over,  such  as  the  increase  in 
the  Health  Insurance  that  has  gone  up  substantially.  The  insurance  has  gone 
up  buy  43%  ($6758)  from  last  year.  Even  the  cost  of  our  phone  service  has 
gone  up  every  year.  These  are  some  of  the  things  that  I  will  have  no  control 
over. 

I've  looked  at  the  last  two  years  budgets  to  get  an  idea  of  the  costs  and  the 
increases  needed.  The  fluctuating  and  unpredictable  fuel  cost  has  caused  me 
to  increase  the  fuel  budget.  I  know  that  the  Police  Department  has  not  used 
what  was  appropriated  last  year  for  fuel.  In  the  FY  2002, 1  was  off  patrol 
for  two  months  and  a  part-timer  officer  took  a  leave  of  absence  for  two 
months.  Then  Chief  Busick  left  for  Swanzey.  That  left  only  me  to  patrol 
and  do  the  Chiefs  duties  for  five  months.  During  this  time  there  has  been  no 
one  on  duty,  or  a  lack  of  patrol  due  to  paper  work.  This  has  shown  up  as  a 
saving  in  fuel  usage.  When  we  get  through  this  tough  time,  there  will  be 
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regular  patrols  again.  We  can  not  just  stop  patrols  or  give  calls  to  the  State 
Police.  They  are  under  staffed  and  will  not  respond  to  calls  in  our  town 
unless  there  is  an  emergency. 

Another  increase  this  year  will  be  our  Basic  Phone  Rate.  The  Selectmen's 
Office  along  with  the  Police  Department  has  been  looking  for  a  cheaper 
phone  rate.  The  rate  we  are  at  now,  is  the  best  that  we  could  find.  The  last 
couple  years  we  have  gone  over  what  has  been  budgeted,  so  I  budgeted 
what  is  needed.  As  with  all  Municipal  Departments  Budgets,  personnel 
costs  comprise  the  largest  percentage  of  the  budget.  Personnel  are  a  Town's 
most  precious  resource.  Each  year  you  see  the  personnel  cost  go  up,  but  this 
year  it  has  gone  down.  This  is  do  to  changes  in  personal.  We  will  still  need 
to  increase  pay  scales  over  the  next  couple  years.  Because  if  we  do  not,  we 
will  lose  good  personnel  too  higher  paying  Police  Departments.  We  are  not 
at  the  top  pay  scale  nor  are  we  at  the  very  bottom.  But  if  we  do  not  stay  up 
to  date  on  pay,  we  will  be  just  training  personnel  for  other  departments  to 
take.  We  do  not  want  to  be  changing  personnel  every  year  or  so.  This 
becomes  costly  to  the  Police  Department,  which  in  turn  becomes  costly  to 
the  taxpayers.  If  we  hired  a  person  to  day,  we  would  have  to  put  him/her 
through  an  FTO  program  before  going  to  the  academy.  The  person  would 
then  be  at  the  Academy  between  12  and  16  weeks.  While  there  we  would 
have  to  pay  that  officer.  This  would  happen  each  and  every  time;  we  would 
have  to  hire  someone.  You're  probably  thinking  that  we  should  higher 
someone  that  is  already  certified.  It  sounds  easy  but  in  reality,  we  do  not 
pay  enough  to  draw  full-time  certified  officers.  This  is  why  we  have»to  keep 
our  pay  scale  in  the  area  of  the  other  departments  starting  pay. 

This  FY  budget  will  not  be  in  two  parts.  The  regular  budget  and  the 
revenue  off  set  budget  will  be  combined  this  year.  This  will  make  things 
much  easier  for  everyone  to  see  and  under  stand.  The  reason  that  the 
budgets  were  combined  was  to  avoid  confusion  for  everyone.  There  will  be 
one  bottom  line  figure  now.  The  part-time  Grant  will  run  out  on  January  1, 
2003.  This  means  that  I  need  to  add  the  Grant  amount  to  the  regular  budget 
for  FY  2003.  The  Town  is  required  to  hold  these  Grant  positions  open  for 
a  period  of  three  years  from  the  date  the  Grant  runs  out.

The  Police  Department  Budget  ($234,162)  shows  an  overall  increase  of 
2.95%  or  $6,706  for  FY  2003.  The  increase  in  the  items  that  I  cannot 
control,  i.e.  Health  Insurance,  Postage,  Basic  Phone  Rate,  Computer 
Support  and  a  few  other  items  have  contributed  to  increase  the  total  budget. 
Payroll  has  gone  down  over  all  $5,798,  this  is  due  to  the  Chiefs  salary  being 
less.  There  will  be  no  Sergeants  position  if  I'm  appointed  Chief  of  Police. 
The  Part  Time  budget  will  be  staying  the  same  as  last  year,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Grant  running  out. 

My  proposal  budget  for  FY  2003  is  the  amount  I  project  it  will  cost  to 
provide  the  same  level  of  services  to  our  community.  This  is  an  overall 
$6,706  increase  from  the  FY  2002  total. 

There  are  a  couple  things  that  I  would  like  to  explain.  The  Special  Detail 
Salaries  of  $7500  will  only  be  used  for  special  details  that  are  out  side  the 
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Police  Departments  normal  functions.  Like  the  Pumpkin  Festival  Detail  in 
Keene,  Jaffrey  Fire  works  Festival  and  other  Road  Details.  Any  money  used 
from  the  Special  Detail  Salaries  and  the  Special  Overtime  from  Grants  will 
be  coming  back  to  the  Town.  These  two  line  items  can  not  be  used  for  any 
thing  else  other  then  Special  Details.

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TROY  WATER  AND  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

Sharon  Ostrander  took  over  the  position  of  Water  and  Sewer 
Superintendent  in  April  and  David  Johnson  has  continued  as  Assistant 
Water  and  Sewer  Superintendent. 

Corrosion  control  was  started  in  June  to  reduce  the  drinking  water's 
tendency  to  dissolve  lead  and  copper  in  household  plumbing.  A  round  of 
lead  and  copper  sampling  was  done  in  September  and  the  results  showed  a 
dramatic  drop  in  the  lead  and  copper  levels  detected.  Though  the  system 
still  has  not  met  the  target  levels  of  the  Lead  and  Copper  Rule,  it  is 
improving.  Two  more  rounds  of  sampling  will  be  done,  one  in  the  Spring 
and  another  in  the  Fall  of  2003.  Further  adjustments  of  the  corrosion 
control  program  will  be  made,  if  needed,  based  on  the  results  from  these 
sampling  rounds.
